FROM DAY ONE, Omega has been all about 
innovation. In fact, that’s how it got its name: In 1903, 
after inventing the Omega caliber— a winding and 
hand-setting mechanism more accurate and easier to 
repair than anything else then on the market— the 
company, previously known as Louis Brandt & Frere, 
adopted the moniker. But in recent years, the label’s 
most forward-thinking endeavors have been 
philanthropic. Since 2012, Omega has donated a 
percentage of proceeds from its Constellation Star 
and De Ville Hour Vision Blue watches to Orbis 
International, a nonprofit that works to treat 
preventable blindness in developing countries using 
the world’s only flying eye hospital. Doctors not only 
operate on those in need, but also instruct local health- 
care professionals on howto perform the procedures. 
To date, the flying eye hospital has provided care 
in 92 countries. Last fall, longtime Omega brand 
ambassador Cindy Crawford traveled with the Orbis 
team to Trujillo, Peru, to film Hospital in the Sky, the 
company’s second documentary about Orbis (the first. 
Through Their Eyes, followed the group to Mongolia 
in 2012), to raise awareness about the organization’s 
work. (Fact: 80 percent of all visual impairment 
cases can be avoided or cured.) “We’re all on this 
earth together, and it’s very important we try to each 
contribute something in our own way,” says Omega 
president Stephen Urquhart. And when it comes to 
progress, seeing is believing. —Michelle Guerrere

Torun made her name in the 1950s creating minimalist 
jewelry inspired by organic shapes like leaves, pools, 
and rocks. Now, for the first time, her designs can 
be viewed in brilliant color, thanks to a collaboration 
between Danish brand Georg Jensen (where Torun 
worked from 1967 until her death in 2004) and Gemfields, 
the world’s leading supplier of fair-trade gemstones. 

After unearthing a cache of rubies and emeralds at its 
mines in southern Africa, Gemfields offered Georg 
Jensen first access. “They immediately reminded me 
of the pebbles Vivianna loved to collect on the beach and 
use in her jewelry,” says Heeling Wong, managing 
director of jewelry at Georg Jensen. But what really 
sold the company was Gemfields’ responsible approach, 
which includes a mining process free of hazardous 
chemicals, a transparent route to market, and fair wages 
for workers. “Vivianna drew inspiration from objects 
found in nature, and because of Gemfields’ respect 
for the environment, we felt it was a perfect fit,” says 
Wong. To that end, they conceived a necklace and 
earrings echoing Torun’s popular Dew Drop design, 
while collier necklaces with cascading emerald beads 
resemble one she often wore backward, accentuating 
the nape other neck. A sculpted gold bangle and 
ring lined in rubies round out the collection. What’s 
not to love? —Carolina O’Neill

California’s top cop Kamala 
Harris is leading the 
charge against “revenge porn”

CALIFORNIA ATTORNEY GENERAL 

Kamala Harris scored a major victory this spring vyhen 
Kevin Bollaert, vyho ran the vyebsite ugotposted.com, 
wsis sentenced to 18 years in prison for posting more 
than 10,000 sexually explicit photos (knovm as “revenge 
porn”) online and demanding $250 to $350 from 
victims to remove the images. It was the first case of 
its kind in the U.S.— and Harris has done it again: In 
May, Casey Meyering, who ran the revenge-porn site 
vyinbystate.com, pled no contest to extortion and other 
charges. Here, Harris discusses the toll on victims, how 
she got tech firms to change their policies, and her run 
for U.S. Senator Barbara Boxer’s seat in 2016. 

MARIE CLAIRE: You're not a fan of the term 
"revenge porn." Why is that? 

KAMALA HARRIS: The word revenge suggests there 
is a legitimate reason to lash out. And porn suggests 
the victim intended [the images] would be distributed 
publicly. Those terms also invite judgment about the 
morals of the women, when, in fact, they’re victims.

MC: What message do you hope Kevin 
Bollaert's conviction sent? 

KH; This case removes any ambiguity about what’s 
against the law. It also makes clear that a computer 
can be as lethal as a weapon. Anyone sitting at home 
with the anonymity of a laptop should be very clear 
that that will not immunize them from arrest, 
prosecution, and prison. 

MC: What did you see in the trial that drove 
home the seriousness of this crime? 

KH: The consequences of this crime are lifelong. 
Victims walk around not knowing who has seen the 
photos and how they are being judged. We had 
women who were interviewing for jobs and they 
never got an offer and later realized it was because 
the prospective employer had seen the images. We 
had one woman who was suicidal, and others who 
suffered from deep, clinical depression. 

MC: Reddit, Twitter, and Facebook have 
all recently said exploitative images will no 
longer be tolerated. Are you to thank? 

K H : I think so. I asked some online companies to 
come in for a meeting about how we could create a 
safer environment online. Many companies really 
want to lead on this issue because this is the reality 
of innovation: You create something new that has 
incredible benefits, but then you see there’s another 
side. We want to minimize, if not eliminate, the 
harm that can come as a result. 

MC: You're running for Congress. What 
women's issues would you take on? 

KH: I’m focusing on the economy, and women’s 
issues are economic issues. The majority of 
minimum-wage workers are women, who also 
disproportionately have a responsibility to take 
care of children and senior relatives. Also, when we 
talk about crimes against women, the Violence 
Against Women Act is a very important law that 
needs to be highlighted and renewed. And we need 
work on universal pre-K. So there are a lot of 
issues, but that’s for the next interview!

THAT'S HOW WE ROLL 

Who says girls can’t skateboard? 

IN A COUNTRY where it's still taboo to see a woman behind 
the wheel or on a bicycle, Skateistan is putting girls on boards. 
When the skating and education nonprofit launched in Kabul in 
2008, founder Oliver Percovich learned that unlike in the West, 
where Tony Hawk reigns, Afghans had no idea skateboarding 
is often considered a "boys' sport," so they signed up their 
daughters, too. Though it welcomes children ages 5 to 17 of 
all genders, a point of pride for Skateistan is that nearly half 
of its students are girls. "When people see an Afghan girl rolling 
down a skate ramp for the first time, something changes," 
Percovich says. "She's no longer pitied, but respected." 
Skateistan now has two locations in the country, plus another 
in Phnom Penh, Cambodia, and has plans to open a new 
location in Johannesburg this month. —Vivian Giang

Sexual harassment at Comic- Con is no laughing matter 


JUST BECAUSE a woman is 
dressed as “Slave Princess 
Leia” doesn’t mean it’s OK to 
harass her. So says Rochelle 
Keyhan, a 30-year-old 
Philadelphia-based lawyer, 
who started the group Geeks 
for CONsent to battle what 
she says is rampant sexual 
harassment at comic 
conventions like Comic- Con 
International, which takes 
place in San Diego this month. 

Part of the fun of Comic-Con 
is dressing up as your favorite 
character and role-playing 
(known as cosplay), but some 
men see women’s costumes as 
an invitation for bad behavior. 
“Instead of treating you as a 
person, they’re treating you 
like what they want to do to 
that character,” Keyhan says. 

In 2013, Geeks for CONsent 
started collecting stories from 
women who were harassed— 
it has about 30 formal reports 
and hundreds of informal 


complaints to date— and found 
some organizers were doing 
“almost nothing” to prevent 
such behavior. So Geeks for 
CONsent is pushing Comic-Con 
International to clearly spell 
out what counts as harassment 
(currently, its code of conduct 
includes one sentence that 
only generally addresses it); to 
post the policy prominently 
online, on social media, and on 
large posters at the event; and 
to create an app attendees 


can use to report incidents. 

For its part, Comic-Con 
International said, via 
e-mail, “We take any report 
of harassment very seriously.” 
But until Keyhan sees more 
action, she’s vowed to keep 
fighting. To make sure 
attendees get the message. 
Geeks for CONsent members 
will again add a special touch 
to their costumes this year: 
signs reading “Cosplay * 
Consent.” —Claire Trageser

Even more unheard- 
of in India, where many brides 
play up their demure qualities, 
Pillai listed what she's looking 
for: a "preferably bearded" 
man "who is passionate about 
seeing the world" and "able 
to hold a conversation for at 
least 30 minutes." 


Her profile was such a 
contrast to the norm in 
the country, where some 
70 percent of marriages are 
arranged, that it got more 
than 700,000 views in 
two months. "I've received 
messages from women 
complimenting me on my 
gutsy move, saying I inspired 
them to fight against stereo- 
types," Pillai says. Even her 
parents are on board: "They 
think it's cool my page has 
had such a big response and 
don't plan on rushing me into 
marriage anymore," she says. 

And men have given her 
positive feedback, too: "One 
[said] it was a dream come 
true to see a woman admit she 
was independent." Sounds like 
a match. —Abigail Haworth

Journalist Amanda Sperher 
joins women in the Nuba Mountains 
for a skin-softening treatment

I N THE ISOLATED Nuba Mountains 
on the southern border of Sudan, the air is 
unpolluted— there’s no electricity, and most 
people don’t have cars— but the atmosphere 
is always charged. Since 2011, there has been 
fighting between the rebels in the region and 
the ruling regime in Khartoum, the nation’s 
capital. People keep watchful eyes and ears 
turned toward the sky in anticipation of the next 
bombing (the Sudanese air force has dropped 
more than 3,500 bombs on civilian targets). But amid this 
ugly conflict. I’ve found beauty: A woman named Sarah 
Juma has invited me to join her for dukhan, a traditional 
smoke bath that refreshes and revitalizes the skin. 

On a hot Thursday morning, I sit on the ground outside 
Juma’s small house and watch as she sweeps the area 

around a foot-deep hole next to a gate 
and lights coal she has placed at the 
bottom of the pit. A few of her friends 
arrive, laughing and chatting in Sudanese 
Arabic. The women had gone out earlier 
to gather and chop wood from the gum 
arabic trees that grow plentifully in this 
region. Juma sprinkles water over a few 
pieces of this wood and places them on 
the burning coals. As the gum arabic 
heats up, it begins to smoke, emitting a 
soft smell reminiscent of sandalwood. 

Juma coats her arms, legs, and neck 
with sesame oil, pours water over her 
body, and wraps herself with a heavy 
blanket. She settles on the ground with her back against 
the gate and knees bent over the fire pit, then exhales and 
tightens the blanket, so only her head is exposed. 

Traditionally, Nuba women sit for their first dukhan 
sessions about a month before their weddings, and after 
that, they do it whenever they have the time. For Juma, who 
is raising five children and has buried three, that isn’t often. 
“When you don’t have enough to feed your kids or provide 
for their needs, it’s difficult, and that affects your body,” she 
explains. The spa-like act of sitting over smoke helps her 
relax. After a half hour, she rises and takes a small rounded 
piece of dilka, a claylike substance, and rubs it over her 
forearms. Old, grimy skin begins to peel off in layers, 
exposing glowing skin beneath. 

Now it’s my turn. Covered in the slick oil, I wrap the 
blanket around me and settle over the relaxing smoke. 
When my time is up, I watch with glee as new skin slowly 
reveals itself with the help of the dilka. Nothing about 
this exfoliation treatment feels harsh or unnatural; the 
smoke and oil have softened my dead skin so it 
easily sloughs off. 

Although the rest of the world has saunas and 
steam rooms, after my experience. I’m convinced 
that the women of the Nuba Mountains have found 
the secret to skin clarity in smoke. Dukhan is more 
than a beauty ritual; it’s an emotional and physical 
balm that soothes the stress of life in a region that 
has played host to bloody clashes for decades. m(

STICKING IT TO BLEMISHES 

Meet Botox, the acne injection. The wrinkle 
smoother doesn’t have the FDA’s stamp of 
approval for treating blemishes (it’s an off-label 
use), but most dermatologists will tell you: It 
works. “Botox blocks the messengers responsible 
for sebum production, which clogs pores and 
can cause breakouts,” says Dr. Joshua Zeichner, 
director of cosmetic and clinical research in 
dermatology at Mount Sinai Hospital in New 
York City. “Typically, it’s injected intradermally— 
between the layers of skin, where the oil 
glands are— as opposed to in the muscles.” This 
technique significantly lowers sebum production 
as soon as a week after treatment, and results 
last up to three months, according to a recent 
study. “I’ve seen it firsthand, even when I’ve 
done traditional [non-intradermal] Botox,” says 
New York City dermatologist Dr. Marina Peredo. 
“Many of my patients notice the difference, 
too, so they ask me to put a couple shots in 
problem areas, like their nose and chin.” 

EASY-TO-SWALLOWCURE 

Not ready for the needle— or a doctor’s visit? 
Enter Skin Accumax ($115 for 120 capsules). 

The supplement is crazy-popular in the U.K., 
but it’s only just being whispered about in the 
States since cosmetics brand Jane Iredale 
started distributing it here. Iredale, president 
and founder of the eponymous company, 
explains that the capsules contain a nutrient 
complex that makes skin less oily (vitamin A), 
stimulates collagen production (vitamin C), 
and reduces inflammation and bacteria 
(diindolylmethane, found in cruciferous 
vegetables, with vitamin E to aid absorption). 
“The vitamins are also antioxidants that can 
improve acne by fighting free radicals that cause 
inflammation,” says Dr. Whitney Bowe, a New 
York City dermatologist. The recommended dose 
is four capsules a day for 14 weeks, but you 
could see improvement in just six to eight weeks. 

THE LATEST ULTRASONIC TOOL 

Cleansing gadgets aren’t anything new, but now 
there’s a different pore-clearing device to add 
to your arsenal: ultrasonic skin spatulas, like the 
Le Mieux Skin Perfecter ($189) and Labelle 
Ultrasonic Skin Spatula ($149). “These devices 
use ultrasonic technology [they emit over 20,000 
ultrasonic waves per second] to remove dirt and 
blockages in the skin,” says Zeichner, which helps 
explain why 65 percent of people in a Le Mieux 
clinical trial had an immediate reduction in the 
appearance of blackheads. Another benefit: The 
mm/Tz-it’s-working thrill you get while watching 
tiny plugs of sebum being squeezed out of your 
pores as the tool gently buzzes across your face. 


LIGHT TOUCH 



Is there anything lasers can’t do? The same 
miracle technology that removes scars, minimizes 
wrinkles, and corrects vision also shows promise 
as an acne treatment. Consider Clear + Brilliant: 
“Like other fractionated lasers, it creates 
thousands of microscopic injuries in the skin,” 
explains Peredo. “When your skin goes into repair 
mode to heal these injuries, it also heals the 
inflammation responsible for acne.” For the best 
outcome, you’re looking at one in-office laser 
treatment every month (about $500 a pop) for 
five months, followed by maintenance as needed. 
But, hey, you’ll brighten your skin tone and 
reduce fine lines while you’re at it.

“Spironolactone, a high-blood-pressure 
medication, is a great alternative to birth-control 
pills if you have hormonal flare-ups,” says Zeichner. 
“I’ve seen it work even better than birth control 
[at treating acne] in some cases.” Taking heart 
meds for your skin makes more sense once 
you know that spironolactone also happens to 
reduce the acne-causing effects of testosterone. 
“Doctors are taking advantage of this side 
effect by prescribing it to people with acne,” 
Zeichner explains. In fact, di Journal of Drugs 
in Dermatology study found that the drug 
boosted the results of acne patients being 
treated with retinoids (a standard Rx fix). And 
don’t worry: You’d take a dose so low that 
plummeting blood pressure isn’t a problem. For 
some, the drug may also work because it’s used 
to treat polycystic ovarian syndrome, a surprising 
underlying cause of acne. But, as you would 
before taking any medication, talk to your doc.

DIET ADJUSTMENT 

Remember when your high school derm said 
what you eat has nothing to do with acne? 
Wrong. That way of thinking was based on 
flawed research from the ’70s that found little 
association between diet and acne. “Now, 
thanks to more comprehensive research, 
there’s strong evidence linking carbohydrates 
to acne,” says Zeichner. Consider the recently 
published review “Diet and Acne Update: 
Carbohydrates Emerge as the Main Culprit.” 
The research paper looks at 13 studies and 
concludes— as you can tell from the title— that 
carbs are the number-one skin saboteur when 
it comes to acne and food habits. “Refined 
carbs trigger the release of hormones linked 
to acne,” says Bowe, who was also the senior 
author of the paper. “If you make only one 
change in your diet for the sake of your skin, 
avoid refined carbohydrates, like sugary 
cereals and desserts.” me

T LOVE the look of model Susie Bick’s skin; 
that snow-white porcelain hue is just gorgeous. 
But even though I’m quite fair— a typical English 
complexion— my skin tone is completely different, 
and I think I look healthier with a tan. I enjoy 
having a bit of a glow. It suits me better. 

When I was really young, I tried to get the 
bronzed look with the self-tanners from the 
’80s. The first time I experimented with one, I left my 
socks on and just did my legs. I ended up with orange 
legs from the ankle up and white feet. Nice. I was scared 
to try again for a while after that, and I imagine as my 
daughter, Lila, grows up, she’ll end up having some of 
those beauty horror stories, too. 

Another time, I was on holiday and trying to get my 
bum tanned, so I used an oil and laid out. Of course I 
burnt it! Afterward, I was having a conversation with a 
photographer, and he told me not to bother, as “it’s all 
about the white bum.” But I’ll never consciously try 
to create tan lines. 

These days, I use St. Tropez self-tanners. I started out 
with the classic mousse, but now I’m really into the new 
in-shower gradual tanner.

ITA ORA HAS A PLAN. The magazine covers, fashion 
(Roberto Cavalli) and beauty (Rimmel London) endorse- 
ments, clothing line with Adidas Originals, campaign with 
Coca-Cola, even performing a nominated song (“Grateful”) at 
the Oscars are all testimony that the plan is working. “Oh, it is 
in full effect. We’re these conniving Kosovan hungry bitches,” 
Ora says of herself and her older sister, Elena Sahatgiu, who 
is also her manager. “I knew that one way or another, I was 
going to do things my way.” 

The London-based 24-year-old insists the plan is a secret 
but that it has been nearly 10 years in the making. There was 
admission to the prestigious Sylvia Young Theatre School in 
London by improvising an “uncomfortably sexual” dance to 
Britney Spears’ “I’m a Slave 4 U” as an 11-year-old who hadn’t 
prepared a dance audition piece (then realizing she hated 
musical theater while attending school for musical theater). 
There was singing torch songs by Janis Joplin, Carole King, 
and Destiny’s Child in her father’s pub. Queens Arms, when 
she was 14. There was recording her first song at the local 
youth center in a housing project in Ladbroke Grove, where 
she and Elena were the only Caucasians who ran with a gang 
of West Indians and Africans. There was slipping £5 notes 
out other mother’s purse and sneaking out to warehouse 
raves in East London, playing the house diva behind the 
turntables while her parents thought she was going to a 
sleepover. “I would rip my T-shirts and be really punk and not 
clean. And I would have blonde hair, really dark eyebrows, 
red lipstick, lots of fake rings that made my fingers go green. 

I wouldn’t be smelling that great,” Ora says. “But me and my 
friends, we were really, like, rebel-y. I feel like I lived a lot 
when I shouldn’t have.” She found her voice in those clubs 
and at her dad’s pub, the soulful alto, the easy glissando that 
makes Auto-Tuning superfluous. 

She and her sister shared a room with a single bed on 
each side, and Debbie Harry, Stevie Nicks, and Winona Ryder 
posters on the wall. Ora’s side was so messy that Elena, two 
years older, vacuumed only up to the imaginary line down the 
middle of the room. Rita used to cut out photos— models Kate 
Moss and Linda Evangelista, or outfits she liked— from maga- 
zines. “When I saw things that made me feel good, I would 
put up a picture, and all these women would make me want 
to go out and make an effort to get dressed, and be original, 
be myself, be different, be a misfit.” 

Because she couldn’t afford the high fashion taped to her 
walls, she would buy vintage pieces from Portobello Road and 
have her mother sew them according to Ora’s sketches. “People 


would be like, ‘Where did you get that?’ It made me feel good 
because they couldn’t get it because I made it on my own.” 

The sisters get their looks from their mother, Vera 
SahatQiu, who has told her daughters, “I was hotter than both 
of you put together,” back when she was “the first woman 
in Albania to wear red lipstick and hair gel.” And that was 
enough, apparently, to lure their Muslim father, Besnik (Vera 
is Catholic). The two fled conflict-torn Kosovo in 1991, when 
Ora was a year old, and settled in London. Her father, who 
had studied economics, opened his pub— he’s not a devout 
Muslim— and her mother became a psychiatrist. She had 
Ora’s younger brother, Don, in 1998. 

“I remember when my granddaddy died,” says Ora. “My dad 
was in the living room and he had put on music really loud. 

I was like 13. 1 had this outfit I wanted to show him. He was lis- 
tening to Rod Stewart, “Every Picture Tells a Story,” and I was 
like, ‘Dad, what’s this song?’ And he was like, ‘Get out.’ He was 
so upset, but the music was consoling him. Music has that kind 
of power. It was there for him. It will be there, too, for me.” 

Whatever her plan is, it now includes acting, and she is 
being strategic about taking small, high-profile roles in 
buzzy films. She appeared as a race starter in 2013’s Fast & 
Furious 6 and played Christian Grey’s (Jamie Dornan) sister, 
Mia, in Eebruary’s Fifty Shades of Grey. (Her character’s role 
will expand in the next two Fifty Shades movies.) “I’m not 
an egotistical person. I don’t care what role it is,” Ora says. “I 
just want to learn and get in the environment. That’s opened 
doors to me doing a soundtrack. Eor example. I’ve got a song 
on [Pox’s TV hit] Empire]' In the film drama Southpaw, out 
July 24, she plays a drug addict who attempts to seduce a 
boxer played by Jake Gyllenhaal. “I arrived on the set, and the 
makeup artist said, ‘You’re kind of ready to go onstage,”’ Ora 
recalls. “I’m like, ‘You know I’m playing a crack whore?’ Which 
shows: Don’t look at me when I’m waking up.” 

Joking aside, her beauty is produced as much by her force 
of personality as the symmetry other features. In her manic 
energy, eagerness to laugh, and self-deprecating comments, 
she is a fashion icon who manages to be both eminently 
approachable and diva-like in her demeanor. She’s stolen 
red-carpet events, like the 2015 Oscars (in Marchesa) and 
Grammys (in Prada), and been the featured singer on hit 
singles like Iggy Azalea’s “Black Widow.” “We took samurai 
lessons for the video, and Rita got so into it, I think she actually 
started thinking she was a samurai warrioress,” says Azalea. 
“Basically, Rita is feisty awesome to work with!” Ora also 
guested on Charli XCX’s “Doing It,” but here in America, we’re 
not quite sure exactly what she’s known for. Her first album. 
Ora, which produced three number-one singles in the U.K., 
was never released stateside. 
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“People who haven’t really done their research properly 
assume she’s just ‘famous,’” says Charli XCX. “But Rita is so 
talented. I can’t wait for the whole world to see that.” (She’s 
also a fun coconspirator, Charli XCX adds: “We crashed 
an 18-year-old’s house party in Chicago and took over the 
kitchen playing grime [U.K.-style rap] music.”) 

That 2012 album, and her stint as a judge on The Voice UK 
(which one other best friends, Will.i.am, persuaded her to do), 
has made her a household name at home and with her fans (aka 
Ritabots), but it will be her second album, set to be released in 
the U.S. this summer, that will catapult her on this side of the 
pond. What has derailed the plan is just how long the album 
is taking. Since she was signed to Jay Z’s Roc Nation at 18 (she 
was singing in clubs and in her dad’s pub when the label caught 
wind other), moved to Brooklyn, and began recording, the 
plan was always to put music first, but in the ensuing six years, 
it seems that everything else has gotten in the way, including 
high-profile boyfriends like Bruno Mars, Rob Kardashian, 
Calvin Harris, and now Ricky Hilfiger, Tommy Hilfiger’s son, 
whose house she stays in when she’s in Los Angeles. “I’m afraid 
of being alone,” Ora says. “I’m not afraid to admit that, you 
know. I’m not embarrassed to admit that. I just hope it’s not a 
never-ending cycle. Sometimes love just makes you feel crazy. 
And that feeling that we have as girls, just to have that feeling, 
even for five seconds, it’s like crack. I mean, don’t compare it to 
that, but you know what I mean. It’s like comfort eating.” 

She dismisses the attention her romances generate. “If I 
weren’t famous, and I went out with the same number of guys 
that you know of, no one would give a shit and I would be at 
uni [university], living life. I guess ... I’ve always just picked 
people who are known. But the thing is, you can’t help who 
you like, and I didn’t want to not like somebody because of 
who they are. Madonna’s past— does anyone care to this day? 
No. She’s my idol.” 

It was the highly publicized breakup with producer and DJ 
Harris last year that both stalled her second album and, she 
believes, made it possible for her to refocus on her music. 

“I Will Never Let You Down,” released in March 2014, initially 
set to be the first single from her second album, was Ora’s first 
solo Hot 100 hit here. With its catchy hook and Ora’s most 
virtuosic vocal performance yet— her voice and phrasing had 
matured since earlier party-anthem songs like “R.LR” and 
“How We Do (Party)”— it looked like it was catching on, until 
Harris, producer and writer of the song, refused to allow her 
to perform it at the Teen Choice Awards, according to Ora. “I 
did that with Calvin, and then we split, and it was hard for me 
to promote something because it kept getting blocked.”

She’s become more philosophical about the breakup, both 
creative and romantic. “There was a reason why I split up 
with him. And there was a reason why I’m at this point in my 
life where I feel like I have so much musical freedom, and I 
don’t have to explain myself to anybody.” Working with the 
Grammy Award-winning Harris had made Ora a little bit 
passive in terms of the musical direction she was taking. “It 
was more of a thing where I was in awe. I was at that point in 
my relationship where I felt he could do no wrong. I thought 
he had my back and that he’d never steer me wrong. But 
then “I Will Never Let You Down” came out, and everything 
started to go a bit weird. I don’t know if it was because busi- 
ness was mixed with personal or what.” 

It was “a musical wake-up call ... Now I’m using music 
for that comfort feeling. Like, instead of relying on boys and 
men. I’m putting all that into storytelling and my songwrit- 
ing.” The album’s first single, “Poison,” leaked in May, was 
a synth-heavy pop track, but she’s also tapping into house 
music and folk music, embracing a wide range of musical 
influences. “How the hell do you expect to put these on one 
album?” Elena has asked her. 

“I started having heated debates with the label, saying I 
want to do this, and I want to do that,” Ora admits. Among 
the battles: persuading the label to include songs written by 
Ed Sheeran or that she’s recorded with Prince on the new 
album. “He came to London about a year ago and his man- 
ager contacted my management, and he said, ‘Hey, Prince 
is in town.’ I was like, ‘What prince? Like the royal family 
prince? I wouldn’t care about that prince. I care more about 
actual Prince Prince.’ And he was like, ‘Actual Prince.’ I said, 
‘Oh, my God!”’ The two hit it off (“one of the nicest guys I’ve 
ever met in my entire life”), played ping-pong (Prince is good 
at ping-pong), and recorded three songs. In the end, she says, 
“I had to get back in tune with my instincts, which is what got 
me into this industry in the first place.” 

The whole plan, from when she first entered the music 
industry. Ora gradually divulges, was to become famous, and 
then use that fame to release the music that she really cares 
about. “Don’t get me wrong— I love pop music. I’ve loved every 
song I’ve released,” she says. But she’s only now finding her 
voice, and this album will be when we finally meet the real Rita. 
“I’ve had to have a lot of patience. Because there have been 
times at night where I want to pull my hair out and just put my 
music out for free on the Internet and just say fuck everybody. 
But then I have this conscience saying no, be smart, be strategic. 
There are ways of doing things and still getting your way. If 
I’m going to do Rita Ora, it’s going to be Rita fucking Ora. It’s 
not about who is on my album or who’s featured or the names. 
It’s about a solid body of work that I can call my own.” me

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My Dad 
Was 

a Serial 
Killer 



They thought they knew their fathers— as protectors 
and playmates, as teachers and disciplinarians— but 
these womens dads had dark sides that would shatter 
not just their victims’ families, but also their own

MELISSA MOORE HAD just turned 16 the first time she 
visited her father in prison. It was the summer of 1995, and 
Keith Hunter Jesperson was on trial for the March 1995 murder 
of his girlfriend, Julie Ann Winningham. On the other side of a 
Plexiglas wall, “he picked up the phone and the first thing he said 
to me was, ‘Missy, my best advice is that you change your last 
name,’” says Moore, now 36. “And that, to me, was his confession 
that it was all true. I burst into tears because I was hoping he 
would say it wasn’t.” 

Jesperson, a long-distance trucker, had been divorced from 
Moore’s mother for five years by then. Though he’s claimed to have 
killed 160 victims, eight murders— of women from Oregon to 
California to Florida— have been attributed to Jesperson, and he is 
currently serving two consecutive life sentences at the Oregon State 
Penitentiary. Known as the Happy Face Killer (for the smiley face 
sign-off on notes he wrote to police and the media), he strangled 
and sexually assaulted his victims. In 2002’s I: The Creation of a 
Serial Killer by Jack Olsen, Jesperson dispassionately walks the

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reader through the 1990 murder of his 
first victim, a developmentally disabled 
young woman named Taunja Bennett 
he met in a bar near Portland, Oregon, 
and killed in his house, a crime he 
would recall for sexual gratification for 
years afterward. 

While on the road, Jesperson 
would often visit his kids in Yakima, 
Washington, then Spokane. “The 
question that every family member 
gets is, ‘How could you not know?’” 
says Moore. “‘What did you know?’ 
Most family members are totally 
oblivious.” She only knew she was 
afraid, dreading her father’s visits. He 
was unpredictable, scary. When she 
found some stray kittens, he tortured 
and killed them in front of her. (He 
had a long history of abusing animals.) 
She saw a roll of duct tape under the 
pillow in his truck’s sleeping cab and 
remembers thinking that was an odd 
place to keep it. Hers was a childhood 
of “walking on eggshells” around her 
“chauvinistic, controlling, verbally 
abusive” dad, she says. “You’re so on 
edge all the time. You’re always. What’s 
his mood? What’s he doing now? That 
seething energy underneath the 
surface— I could watch him explode, 
could see the mood swings.”

Some daughters of murderers have 
fonder memories of their fathers, like 
Taalibah Muhammad, whose father, 
John Allen Muhammad, was the D.C. 
Sniper, or Beltway Killer. “Whenever it 
was time for us to come home or play, 
he was always there; he was always 
there to tuck us in at night,” Taalibah, 
22, says. “I honestly could say that I 
had a great childhood with him.” 

Over three weeks in October 2002, 
10 people were shot at random and 
killed (three others were injured) in 


parking lots and on sidewalks around 
Washington, D.C.; Maryland; and 
Virginia. From a sniper’s nest jerry- 
rigged in the back of a blue Chevy 
Caprice, John and his 17-year-old 
accomplice, Lee Boyd Malvo, began 
their spree. Taalibah, who was 9 at the 
time, hadn’t seen her father since 
August 2001, when she, her brother, 
and her sister were retrieved from 
Bellingham, Washington, where they 
had been living with John. He had 
taken them from their mother, Mildred

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Muhammad, in Tacoma, Washington, 
as a custody hearing was pending. 

(The couple had separated in 1999.) 
Shortly after being reunited with 
her children, Mildred relocated the 
family to the D.C. area to help care 
for her sick mother. The following 
year, Taalibah and her siblings 
were whisked out of school and 
into protective custody once the 
police suspected their father as the 
perpetrator. (They had found in 
national records that Mildred had a 
restraining order against John.) “When 
his picture popped up [on the news] 
and they were naming him the D.C. 
Sniper,” Taalibah says, “the thing that I 
really remember is just crying.” 

During John’s trial in the fall of 
2003, Mildred, who now works with 
domestic-abuse survivors through 
her After The Trauma organization, 
homeschooled the kids, but not because 
she was ashamed— or wanted them to 
be. “Some friends that I thought were 
friends were not when the information 
was released,” Taalibah recalls. “From 
the outside looking in as a parent— they 
want to protect their child. I mean, the 
D.C. Sniper’s child is in attendance,” 
she recalls. “So for the protection of us 
and the protection for the children at 
school, it was beneficial.” But she was 
never sheltered from the harsh reality: 
“My mom always wanted us to watch 
the news every day, so we were going to 
find out regardless. ... When it came to 
the verdict [guilty of capital murder], I 
just went completely numb.” 

Besides dealing with public 
ostracism and private shame, these 
daughters had to separate themselves 
from their fathers’ horrific acts: His 
crimes were not theirs. “My mother 
told us, ‘He will always be your dad,”’ 
says Taalibah, “‘but that does not mean 
that everything he does you take 
responsibility for. He’s his own 
individual, and so are you.’” Even if 
other schoolkids didn’t see it that way. 
“The most challenging question I’ve 
gotten was, ‘Do you have guns at 
home, too? Will you do the same thing 
he did?”’ she continues. “Extremely 
blunt, no filter. It’s just, ‘You’re the 
daughter. I get to ask you anything 
without [thinking] how you feel.’” 

By the time she was an adult, 
Rebecca Lafferty realized she had to 


stop owning her father’s crime. Her 
dad, Dan Lafferty, and uncle Ron 
Lafferty, both members of a Mormon 
fundamentalist splinter group, 
believed that God had ordered that 
their 24-year-old sister-in-law, Brenda 
Lafferty, and 15-month-old niece. 

Erica, be “removed.” (Brenda had 
angered Ron by encouraging his wife 
to leave him when he wanted to take a 
second bride.) It was July 24, 1984— 
Pioneer Day (when Utah residents 
commemorate the 1847 arrival of 
Brigham Young and the first Mormons 
in the Salt Lake Valley)— and Rebecca 
was 7 years old. She remembers the 
police pounding on the door of the 
Salem, Utah, home she shared with 
her mother, who had just separated 
from Dan, and four younger siblings. 

“It was late at night, and my mom 
sounded panicky,” says Lafferty, now 38. 
“She was like, ‘Hurry, get some clothes 
and put them in a bag.’ I remember just 
scrambling, like. What’s going on? And 
then we rode in a cop car to another 
city, where we stayed with one of my 
mom’s girlfriends.” 


As recounted in Jon Krakauer’s 
2003 book. Under the Banner of 
Heaven: A Story of Violent Faith, Ron 
savagely attacked Brenda (official 
records say both men beat her). Dan 
had slit the baby’s throat, leaving her 
in her crib. When they left, Brenda 
lay on the floor with her throat cut. 

The brothers then went on the lam, 
and the authorities feared for the 
families’ safety. The men were caught a 
few days later in the buffet line of a 
Nevada casino. 

Dan, who is sentenced to life at 
Utah State Prison, has told journalists 
that he feels no remorse for his 
actions. “All the emotions that he feels, 
he knows how to shut them off,” 
Rebecca says. “He becomes very 
disassociated. I’ve seen it and I’ve 
experienced it in his eyes.” She decided 
that in order to heal, she needed to 
sort out her feelings for her father. 
Before reading Krakauer’s book, she’d 
known only the bare outlines of the 
crime. While she was reading, she says, 
“I couldn’t breathe. Being a mother [of 
three children], [I was] thinking of my

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Taalibah. “I’m thankful for her taking 
the time to get us mentally prepared 
for anything that came our way When 
I was in seventh grade, this boy came 
up to me and said, ‘Your dad killed my 
cousin.’ I guess he was trying to find 
blame. I said, ‘I send my condolences 
to your family, and I hope that if you 
feel uncomfortable around me, then 
don’t be around me, but I’m here as a 
friend to you.’” Her mother empha- 
sized that John’s actions were not their 
fault or responsibility— or an excuse 
for failure. “My mom always taught me 
and my siblings that we should never 
use what happened to us for a sympa- 
thy card,” Taalibah says. “You should 
make it your own and stand firm that 
this is what happened, but this is what 
I’m going to do.” 

There’s no official tally of how many 
children of murderers are living in the 
U.S. and how they’re coping, but the 
women we spoke to were open about 
their struggle to move on with their 
lives. A sophomore in college in 
Cleveland now, Taalibah is majoring in 
voice. She and her sister (also a voice 
major) are working on a YouTube 
channel to showcase their neo-soul 
and opera music. “Singing is a therapy 
for me, when I need to express myself 
in a way that only music can,” she says. 

The six dark weeks of her father’s 
first trial in 2003 (he was sentenced to 
death in March 2004; he was convicted 
on another six counts of murder in a 
2006 trial) still haunt her. “I always 
wanted to [visit him in prison], but I 
knew that I couldn’t,” she says. Her 
mother didn’t allow it, fearing a 
disruption in the children’s stability. 
Taalibah held out hopes of talking to 
her father on the phone before he died. 
November 10, 2009, was John’s 
execution day. His lawyers had alerted 
the family to be ready. “We were 
waiting all day, and we never got a 
call,” says Taalibah. “His lawyers 
explained at the end that he just didn’t 
want to. That made it even worse, 
because why wouldn’t you want to talk 
to your children? I would have said, ‘I 
love you, and I always will.’ Knowing 
that he heard that from me, and me 
getting a response from him, I would 
have been free.” 

Rebecca, who, against her family’s 
wishes, is working on a book about her

little baby, thinking of Brenda wanting 
to protect her baby. 

“It was confusing for me, because 
I’m like, I can’t feel angry at him, 
because that means I don’t love him,” 
continues Rebecca, a Salt Lake City- 
based dental assistant who has become 
a Reiki master and a hypnotherapist 
dealing with traumatic memories. 

“And then I got real with that just a 
couple years ago: ‘No, I didn’t like that 
you did that. I don’t agree with that, 
but I love you. And I love you.’” 

When Rebecca was younger, 
everyone knew who she was. It was 
hard to grieve for her aunt and cousin, 
or for the father she visited in prison— 


the one who patiently taught her how 
to tie her shoes or pushed her on the 
swings or tickled her until she couldn’t 
breathe— when she was the “baby 
killer’s” daughter, as a junior high 
schoolmate called her one day. “I stood 
up, walked to the back of the bus, and 
I really let it out on this girl,” Rebecca 
recalls. “I remember smacking her, and 
rage came over me. I was so tired of all 
the hurt and the pain and the shame 
and whatever else I was carrying, so I 
took it out on that poor girl.” 

Taalibah’s mother counseled her 
children on the reactions they might 
face. “I thank her for being straightfor- 
ward and not making up a story,” says

childhood, has also struggled to free 
herself from the past. In her teens, 
Rebecca drifted away from the LDS 
church. “I became very rebellious,” she 
says. “I was pissed. I had a big chip on 
my shoulder.” In her search for peace, 
she ended up in The Landmark Forum, 
a program that aims to help attendees 
reach breakthroughs in personal and 
professional development through 
seminars and group discussion. 

This and hypnotherapy helped her 
understand that she deserved a life 
she wanted, even if she felt guilty. “It 
started with forgiving myself and 
accepting that [my family] is that way. 
It’s having compassion for myself.” 

Moore, who lives in Los Angeles, 
also felt unworthy of happiness. “I 
can’t forgive the crimes [my father] 
committed, because that’s not my 
place,” she says. “But as far as what 
he’s done to me personally and what 
forgiveness means to me, I have let go 
and moved on with my life.” She has 
turned her journey into a mission. 
Though not a trained therapist, she 
has counseled some 300 family 
members of killers. 

This journey began when her 
daughter, then in grade school, asked 
why Moore never talked about her 
father, with whom she had cut off 
contact. (Her daughter is now 14; 

Moore also has an 11-year-old son.) She 


began writing a journal, which she 
published in 2009 as the book Shattered 
Silenee, and, after attending a Dr. Phil 
seminar, was asked to tell her story 
on his show. She was apprehensive 
about people’s reactions. “I felt like it 
would probably be the best thing to do 
to get the help I needed, but also if 
there’s someone else who felt the same 
way I did, maybe they would get the 
advice they needed. I knew I couldn’t 
be the only family member of a serial 
killer out there, and that helped me 
to go forward. ... You have to make 
hard choices: When do you tell your 
children? If they’re executed, how do 
you grieve? Even though they do these 
heinous things, there’s a part of you 


killers get a mega spotlight on the 
atrocities they commit, and you hear 
names of the victims, but almost on 
the sidelines. I wanted to bring their 
voices to the forefront,” she explains. 
“People are like, ‘Do victims really 
want that?’ And they do. A lot of 
them say it’s nice to hear the family 
members send their condolences. ... 
We’re not making amends. We’re not 
trying to make restitution. It’s mostly, 
‘We want to hear your story’ I’m not 
apologizing on behalf of my dad. 

I’m apologizing as a caring human 
being to another caring human being.” 

As well as taking the innocent lives 
of their victims, these fathers took 
something from their daughters. “I’m 


that remembers their good elements. 
You can’t turn those off, unfortunately. 
Do you love them? That’s a complicated 
answer for many people.” 

Moore has filmed a six-episode TV 
series for LMN, Monster in My Family, 
which begins airing July 1. In it, she 
introduces the families of killers to 
those of their victims. “I felt serial

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American story anymore. Now, almost half of U.S. women are not mothers, whether hy choice, 
biology, or ambivalence, and the other half might have a child via any number of methods. 
Maybe it’s with a committed life partner, but increasingly, it’s not: There’s a dizzying array of 
options for creating a family— some so new that statistics about them don’t yet exist (like 
the growing number of women having children with male friends, gay or straight). We sort 
through those options, along with fertility fears, baby desires, and maybe-mommy madness. 
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From 2003 to 2012,

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I WAS AMBIVALENT... 

. . . until I wasn’t By RACHEL SKLAR 

W HEN DID GETTING knocked up get so 
complicated? Once upon a time, all that my 
friends and I wanted was not to get pregnant. 
Then something changed. Birth-control pre- 
scriptions lapsed. The finger-crossing started to 
reverse. If you want kids, it’s that straightforward, right? 

Not really Sometimes it just happens, and sometimes ... it 
doesn’t. But there are lots of ways to make it happen. You can 
be artificially inseminated with donor sperm or freeze your 
eggs for in vitro fertilization (IVF) or a surrogate. You can be 
straight or gay or married or single. 

Still, just because the clock is ticking doesn’t mean you’re 
ready, emotionally or financially You might still be all jumbled. 
I know/ was. I just needed a little more time: to find the right 
father, to make a bit more money, to somehow feel ready I 
knew I wanted a child, but it always seemed like something for 
the future. I turned 40 and quietly agonized over dwindling 
choices while my insides wrung with anxiety 

Now I am 42 and the mother of a newborn. A short-term 
affair resulted in a long-term blessing. Just like that, I was 
single and pregnant, and life would never be the same. I didn’t 
plan it— but I was ready. When 
people clucked about how hard it 
was to be a single mother, I said, 

“You know what else is hard? 

Living with regret.” 

I’m not saying it isn’t daunt- 
ing. It is. But I have my amazing 
family— and the eleventh-hour 
chance to make my mom and dad 
grandparents and my sister an 
aunt fills me with joy My friends 
immediately closed ranks around 
me, showering me with love and 
baby clothes. The upside to doing 
this in my 40s is having had time 
along the way to collect a lot of 
great people to be there for me. For all the connotations of 
being a “single” mother, at no point during the whole preg- 
nancy did I ever once feel alone. 

If it hadn’t happened by accident, would I have made it 
happen for myself? I don’t know. I fear I would have waited 
myself out of contention. There’s still only so much hedging 
we can do against biology, and ambivalence has a price. I 
don’t know where this leaves you. But it’s 2015, and you’ve 
never had more options. 


DO YOU WANT KIDS? 
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-JENNIFER SKIPWORTH,

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It’s not that complicated to get the lowdown 
on your ovarian health, reports HEATHER 
ROGERS. Why isn’t it a part of routine care? 


FOUR YEARS AGO, after 

Danielle Coate, then 35, was 
named vice president at Bank 
of America Merrill Lynch, she 
and her husband began trying 
to conceive. She quickly found 
out that it wasn't as easy as she'd 
hoped. After sticking with her 
gynecologist's recommendation 
to "just keep trying" and 
experiencing two devastating 
miscarriages, the Denver-based 
Coate decided to see a fertility 
doctor. The series of tests he 
ordered brought bad news: 
Because of an undiagnosed 
autoimmune disease, her body 
was producing the eggs of a 
43-year-old. 

Coate had never thought 
to ask either her primary care 
doctor or her gynecologist 
about her ovarian health. Her 
disease worsens with time, so 
if she'd caught it just a year or 
two prior, her eggs could have 
been viable. "If I'd had that 
knowledge earlier, I would have 
frozen my eggs," says Coate, 
now 38. "You try to get pregnant 
naturally because you don't 
know any better." 

Curious about the prevalence 
of this lack of awareness among 


American women, a team of 
Yale doctors conducted a 
study, released last year, that 
revealed three-quarters of 
women surveyed had never 
discussed specific fertility 
and reproductive issues with 
their health-care providers. 
Gynecologists routinely cover 
contraception but rarely, if ever, 
offer an assessment of their 
patients' ovarian reserves— the 
quantity and quality of their 
eggs. However, 70 percent of the 
1,000 respondents to Yale's study 
said it is important for women 
to consider their reproductive 
health "well before they are ready 
to start trying to conceive." 

Now that more women are 
waiting until later in life to have 
kids— women older than 35 make 
up the fastest-growing group 
of new mothers in the U.S.— 
doctors are starting to recognize 
that full reproductive choice 
should include understanding 
a woman's childbearing time 
frame. And it's simple enough to 
find out: An ultrasound shows 
the size of the ovaries and the 
number of resting follicles; if the 
ovaries are abnormally small and

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N ine years ago, 

when she was 28, TLC’s 
Dare to FFmrhost, Tai 
Beauchamp, called off her 
engagement after realizing 
that her then-partner wasn’t 
the right match after all. She spent the 
next few years dating, but when she hit 
35, she started to feel anxious about her 
biological clock, so she decided to freeze 
her eggs. After shelling out an initial 
$15,000 and paying an annual storage 
sum of $1,200, she now has 10 eggs 
stowed away in a freezer. “It’s comforting 
to know I have my eggs on ice,” she says. 
“It’s the ultimate insurance policy. You 
can have all these plans for how you 
think your life will work out, but in 
reality, you actually have very little 
control. Having your eggs frozen is one 
place you can control. It’s really given 
me peace of mind.” 

After Apple and Facebook announced 
in October 2014 that they would cover 
the costs of egg freezing for female 
employees, interest in the technology 
ramped up. Now, fertility clinics are 
wooing potential clients with free 
seminars and charts that trace the 
inexorable decline of a woman’s eggs. 
(See “‘HowMueh Time Do I Really 
Have?’” on pages 131 and 133.) 
Companies outside Silicon Valley are 
examining how they approach fertility 
coverage, while women are scouring 
their insurance plans and investigating 
storage options. Many of them will need 
the help: Egg freezing is expensive, 
costing anywhere between $10,000 and 
$15,000 for women whose employers do 
not offer insurance coverage. It’s also 
politically dicey, raising the issue of 
whether women should be prioritizing 
career over childbearing in their most 
fertile years, and whether high-powered 
companies might subconsciously be 
pressuring women to subvert their 
personal lives. There’s also no guarantee

it will work. According to one of the few 
large-scale studies conducted, published 
in 2013 in Fertility and Sterility, the 
odds of getting pregnant with frozen 
eggs— even for women still only in their 
mid-30s— are only about one in five. 

And at a philosophical level, the entire 
business of egg freezing borders on a 
trap. Because what it’s really selling is a 
hedge against regret: a way for women 
like Beauchamp to avoid waking up one 
morning with the sudden realization that 
they’ve forgotten to have a baby. 

Not that babies are for everyone. 
Thirty-four-year-old Nina,* a Manhattan 
lawyer, is torn. She likes the idea of 
babies and understands the extent to 
which reproduction is the only means of

preserving one’s family and, in a way, 
oneself. But the mundane reality of 
raising one is not particularly attractive 
to her— at least not now. Still, like many 
women, she worries that her current lack 
of interest might cause her dismay in the 
future, and she lingers over the fact that 
so many other friends seem to hit a point 
in their lives, usually around the age of 
38, she says, where they grab on to 
relationships that are “focused solely 
on the necessity of having a kid.” Even 
her friends who never wanted to become 
mothers, Nina recalls, suddenly seemed 
to hear the “call of the body” and turn 
their once-casual dating habits into a 
checklist of qualities. If a guy has enough 
check marks, she says with a laugh, it 
quickly becomes: “Great, let’s get 
married and have a baby.” Nina is 
worried she’ll feel that way in a few 
years, so egg freezing is an intriguing 
prospect, not so much because it 
promises something she wants (a baby), 
but because it will protect her from 
something she doesn’t want: to confront 
the possibility that she’s waited too long. 
And so Nina is still on the fence, trying 
to decide what to do. 
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Natalia,* a 29-year-old literary agent 
in London, has a similar concern, even 
though she’s young and engaged. “What 
if I have a really great job opportunity?” 
she wonders. “What if I keep traveling 
like I do now, spending less than half my 
time each month in any given city?” Her 
mother already voted for intervention, 
urging Natalia that “if you don’t get 
married before 30, you need to freeze 
your eggs.” So she did it quickly and 
did it big, with what she describes as 
the “Rolls-Royce version”: 18 safely 
preserved eggs for $22,000. Looking 
back, Natalia says that it was “not at all 
a rational thinking process.” She didn’t 
carefully weigh her options (getting 
pregnant now or in a few years; freezing 
embryos with her fiance) or even 
undergo testing that could have revealed 
the overall health other available eggs. 
She didn’t discuss the procedure at any 
great length with her fiance. She simply 
signed on. Now, she says, “I don’t worry 
about having a child anymore.” She’s just 
getting on with her life. 

Once upon a time, people married 
(nearly always), had sex, and had 
kids. Any woman of a certain age who 
was left without a partner, or with a 
partner but without a child, was 
generally labeled as unlucky. In the late 
19 th century, though, a handful of 
doctors began to suspect that some 
apparently infertile wives (at the time, a 
couple’s infertility was always presumed 
to be caused by the woman) might be 
“cured” through the transmission of 
another man’s sperm. When these 
procedures proved successful, clinics in 
the United States moved slowly and 
quietly toward more commercial forms 
of insemination, eventually selling the 
sperm of so-called donors to couples and 
single women alike. By the early 1980s, 
artificial insemination had become a 
relatively large business, and clinics 
had mastered the art of freezing sperm 
as well, cooling it to minus 196 degrees 
and then storing it in tanks of liquid 
nitrogen. In vitro fertilization was the 


next step on the reproductive road, 
allowing couples to mix eggs and sperm 
outside the woman’s body. While IVF 
was initially conceived as a way to treat 
women who suffered from blocked 
fallopian tubes, it quickly became 
employed for a much wider array of 
circumstances and conditions. Couples 
who carry genetic mutations, for 
example, can use IVF to create multiple 
embryos and screen for the healthiest; 
women whose eggs have grown too old 
can purchase other women’s eggs to 
fertilize and implant; and couples 
unprepared to become parents right 
now— maybe she’s about to undergo 
chemotherapy, maybe one partner is 
stationed overseas— can create embryos 
and freeze them for later use. The 
technology for embryo freezing is nearly 
the same as that for sperm: a chemical 
treatment to protect the delicate 
material, freezing, and then deep 
storage in liquid nitrogen. 

Egg freezing is more complicated, 
since eggs have a higher water content 
than either sperm or embryos, and are 
thus more likely to develop damaging 
crystals during the freeze-and-thaw 
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cycle. Over the past few years, research- 
ers have refined a process known as 
vitrification, which flash-freezes and 
dehydrates the egg to protect it. As 
this technology has improved and 
become more widely available, new 
firms have rushed into the commercial 
space, offering egg freezing not only to 
women who might need such services 
(like cancer patients), but also to the 
almost infinitely larger pool who might 
want them. Extend Fertility, the first 
commercial egg-freezing firm, launched 


in 2004, attracts young professional 
women with the promise of “putting 
their biological clocks ‘on ice.’” For 
roughly $10,000 plus annual storage 
fees that can go up to $1,000, women 
can harvest their eggs while still 
relatively young, storing them until, as 
the company’s website puts it, they’ve 
had the chance to “navigate around 
[their] personal, professional, or health 
circumstances.” More recent entrants 
offer an expanded buffet of options: 30 
eggs for a fiat fee of $18,000, for 
instance, or “all-inclusive freezing,” 
complete with cycle monitoring, egg 
retrieval, and one year of storage. 

This is where egg freezing is 
different from other reproductive 
technologies, and arguably more 
problematic. It’s not the morality of 
messing with Mother Nature— we’ve 
been doing that since the condom— 
or even the medical risks involved 
(mostly, a rare condition called ovarian 
hyperstimulation syndrome, which 
causes a woman to produce an 
abnormal number of eggs and to 
experience swollen and painful ovaries). 
It’s that all of the other technologies 
have been used to solve preexisting 
problems. Artificial insemination, for 
example, solves the problem of male 
infertility. IVF solves fallopian-tube 
problems; donor eggs can substitute 
for a woman’s damaged or too-old ones. 

But egg freezing attacks a problem 
that hasn’t yet happened, a problem that 
very well may never happen at all. 

Egg freezing is not about combating 
infertility. It’s about avoiding the 
potential for disappointment. 

Take a look at how this procedure 
is being marketed. EggBanxx, which 
offers discounted freezing packages and 
low-interest financing (“infertility loans” 
are another arm of this growing cottage 
industry), hosts cocktail parties in urban 
centers like New York and Chicago, 
offering champagne, Cadbury creme 
eggs, and the not-so-subtle slogan of 
“Let’s Chill.” [continued on p. i46]

SHORTLY AFTER Facebook and Apple 
announced they would add egg 
freezing to their employee benefits, 
reproductive endocrinologist

egg-freezing party— a presentation 
about the controversial fertility 
procedure— and joined the growing 
industry around egg freezing fsee 
"Great Expectations," page 132). 
Offering bottomless Chardonnay, 
shrimp cocktail, and party favors 
in high-end restaurants in Silicon 
Valley, San Francisco's Financial 
District, Seattle, and Washington, 

D.C., Eyvazzadeh estimates she's now 
presented to more than 200 women. 

MARIE CLAIRE: What sparked the idea 
to launch your egg-freezing parties? 
AIMEE EYVAZZADEH: Every time I m at 
a cocktail party, women pull me aside 
for advice, and the entire party quickly 
turns into a fertility seminar. 

So I thought. Why not 

throw my own and 

reach more women? 

I put out flowers, order 
hors d'oeuvres, wine- 
make it fun. Then I lead 
a presentation about 
fertility awareness, 
covering the egg- 
freezing process, costs, 
and risks associated 
with the procedure. 
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MC: Why should women consider 
freezing their eggs? 

AE: Women are more proactive 
about planning for a vacation than a 
pregnancy. I want to make women more 
aware of their options at an earlier age. 
MC: When should women start thinking 
about their fertility? 

AE: In their early 20s, when there is 
more than a 50 percent chance of their 
eggs being chromosomally normal. By 
age 37, the chance of a woman having 
viable eggs is down to 10 percent. 

MC: Does the "party" setup blur the line 
between a medical consultation and a 
girls' night out? 

AE: For many women, going to 
the fertility doctor is nerve-racking. 

Our society is still judgmental about 
fertility. Discussing it over wine with 
30 other women takes the shame away. 
Married women come without telling 
their husbands. A lot of women stand 
up and share their experiences in front 
of the group. That's 

when it gets rowdy. A 

recent party in San Jose 
felt like a pep rally at 
one point, with women 
clapping and cheering 
me on. 

MC: What motivates 
your patients to freeze 
their eggs? 

AE: Contrary to what 
the media says, women 
aren't lining up at my 
door because they're 
more excited about 
their career than being 
a mother; most come 
because they haven't 
found the right partner 
yet and their biological 
clocks are ticking.

TRUTH 


I DON’T HAVE AN INSTINCT for coolness. 

In the New York City dating scene, that’s a problem. 
My friends have warned me that I’m prone to Persian 
fits of emotion (I’m Iranian) and that my eyes give 
everything away. So, during my two years here. I’ve 
tried to be mysterious and aloof. Against my instinets. 
I’ve left texts unanswered and told boyfriends it was 
no big deal when they eaneeled dinner. With one 
boyfriend, I bottled up every irritation until we barely 
talked anymore; when we did hang out, I itehed to even the 
seore. I staged dramas with another, fleeing his apartment when 
he was in the shower, or making a show of rejeeting him for 
being too young. He loved this game, but the first time I tried 
to share something real about myself, he drew baek. One way 
or another, every romanee ended when I tired of faking it and 
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unloaded in spectacular Iranian fashion. 

“Why can’t you just be easy-breezy?” a close 
friend said after my first New York breakup. 

“Guys can’t handle that much realness! 

Strategery Dina, strategery!” 

“But I don’t want to do strategery,” I said. 

“I want to do me.” 

“At least let them peel the onion slowly,” she 
said. “Show the crazy later.” 

“It’s not ‘the crazy,”’ I said. “We’re talking 
about my thoughts and emotions here! We 
applaud men for showing a modicum of this, 
calling them ‘self-aware’ and ‘brave.’” 

For a year and a half, this conversation 
happened after every one of my very theatrical 
romances. Then, for two months this fall, I found 
myself in a remote artist colony in New Hampshire. 
Suddenly, everything I said to New York men 
seemed risk-free, since they were too far away to 
date. I decided to try an experiment. In every text, 
e-mail, and Tinder message, I would say the 
absolute most honest, vulnerable thing— the first 
thing that came to mind, ignoring pride, strategy, 
or any of the filters I had reluctantly adopted from 
my friends. I would show the real me in every 
word. I wouldn’t hover around my feelings and 


hope these men would read my mind. If I felt hurt or excited or 
afraid, I would say— not hint— that I felt hurt or excited or afraid. 

I started on Tinder, with a man wearing a cowboy hat. Instead 
of saying, “I like that hat” (Easy-breezy!), I said, “You’re cute, but 
the hat makes me think you might be balding. Are you balding?” 
When another guy canceled a phone call, instead of saying, “That’s 
OK, talk soon!” (Be positive!), I said, “That hurts my feelings.” 

When a former lover added one of my friends on Facebook, instead 
of “Hey, how do you know A—?” (Be unaffeeted!), I wrote, “You 
added A—. That fills me with inexplicable rage.” No one disap- 
peared because of my honesty. 

I began texting my unfiltered musings to the men who lived 
inside my phone, longing for raw responses. I told an ex-lover 
that I thought he’d broken up with me because I was divorced. I 
confessed to another that I hadn’t worn makeup the last time we 
went to dinner, just so he’d know that I was over him. Sometimes 
I had to force myself to own up to insecurities and manipulative 
motivations. But many men fell in step, missing no beats. They 
were more engaged. They replied faster. They said more and 
seemed to care— a lot. When I told one man that I mistrusted him, 
he said, “I’m so sorry. Tell me why.” When I told another that I had 
loved him once, he said, “I’m honored and I felt the same.” 

I dialed it up a notch. I had developed intense feelings for a man 
at the colony and told him everything, holding back no warmth. 

I said, “Your writing makes me shiver.” I said, “I think you’ll be 
famous one day.” I said, “I can’t watch you play pool; it turns my 
brain to soup.” When we parted, inevitably, to return to our sepa- 
rate lives, he said, “No one’s made me feel this good about myself.” 

Back in New York, I picked up my heart and reconnected with 
my life. My favorite pre-retreat plaything had a girlfriend now, a 
relationship that cemented just after I confessed my feelings for 
the colony guy (oh, irony!). I told him that I had hoped we’d hook 
up again— I didn’t say “hang out”— but I’d gladly be his friend, and 
he grew into a dear confidant. Did I sacrifice my pride in this 
exchange? Of course, but pride is nothing. It keeps life at bay. 

I learned that there is a limit to honesty, but it isn’t about 
guarding against rejection. It’s about being aware of others and 
their emotions, not just your own. Will the anger or love or hurt 
that you’ve shared fall on hospitable ground, or will it scorch the 
soil? Still, sometimes I was humiliated or rejected. Sometimes I 
gave offense. Sometimes I gave ammunition to ill-wishers. It hurts 
to put your naked self out there to be judged, to be turned away. 
After a while, getting the reaction I desired didn’t matter. It felt 
good just to say what I wanted— pure, like shedding an extra skin. 

It weeded out those who were wrong for me, and did so with 
merciful speed. 

Then one day last winter, the man from the artist colony resur- 
faced. We met for drinks, and I told him that I thought about him 
every day. He said, “You were always so honest. Do you ever think 
to protect yourself?” He’s the one I wanted all along, and what he 
remembered most about me was my candor. Maybe that’s what 
eventually brought him back to me. We’ve been together ever since. 

Still, I don’t know what will happen next. I just know that I’ve 
found a powerful tool. Often now, when some inner voice warns me 
of all the petty consequences of my honesty, I remind myself that 
everything I feel and want has been felt and wanted before, by so 
many people. None of it is new, and so none of it is such a risk, me

prematurely diminished. Blood tests check hormone levels 
associated with egg production, including estradiol, a form 
of estrogen; follicle-stimulating hormone (FSH); and what’s 
called anti-Mlillerian hormone (AMH), which gives an overall 
snapshot of the ovaries’ nascent egg supply— lower AMH 
means fewer in reserve. And while home ovarian-reserve 
tests are available, they can only check for FSH, not 
estradiol or AMH. 

So why don’t doctors routinely offer these tests? Dr. Mary 
Jane Minkin, clinical professor of obstetrics, gynecology, and 
reproductive sciences at the Yale School of Medicine (who 
was not involved in the school’s study), says she doesn’t raise 
the issue of ovarian reserves with patients younger than 30, 
although she regularly does so with her older patients. (The 
generally accepted age at which fertility begins to decline more 
rapidly is 35.) For most gynecologists, the lack of communica- 
tion is due in part to the fact that health insurance doesn’t 
reimburse doctors for spending more time talking to their 
patients. Another factor is that most plans only cover the 
tests for women over 35 (the full battery costs about $1,000). 
Minkin is less concerned with the constraints of insurance, she 
says. She doesn’t discuss fertility with younger women because 
she doesn’t want them to feel pressured to procreate. “Is it fair 
to tell a woman under 35 that her ovarian reserves are low 
and put that burden on her?” Minkin says. “My concern is I’m 
going to drive her away from her career.” It’s a call she makes 
without the patient’s input, she admits, but she feels justified. 

Some physicians believe every woman should at least know 
that ovarian-reserve screenings are available, like Dr. William 
Schoolcraft, founder and director of the Colorado Center for 
Reproductive Medicine, one of the country’s top fertility 
clinics. “Fertility awareness hasn’t penetrated ob-gyn practices 
effectively,” he says, “even though this knowledge allows 
women to plan for the life they want to have.” 

After three years of research and $40,000 for donor 
eggs— paid for with credit cards and bank loans— Coate and 
her husband are now the parents of a baby boy. It’s a happy 
ending to what she describes as a journey “to hell and back,” 
but Coate believes her hardship was unnecessary. She could 
have frozen her eggs or gone straight to IVF. There’s no 
guarantee either would have worked, but. Coate says, “If 
someone had said, ‘You’re not going to have children if you 
wait,’ then I absolutely would have done it.”

“Maybe you haven’t found Mr. Right just yet,” its website coos 
reassuringly, “... freezing your eggs now will allow you to 
tackle conception later.” Egg freezing, said Gina Bartasi, CEO 
of EggBanxx parent company FertilityAuthority in an inter- 
view with Business Insider, is “an insurance policy. It’s about 
having no regrets.” After Apple and Facebook made their 
egg-freezing announcement, notes Jay Palumbo, vice president 
of patient care at EggBanxx, calls to the company increased 
from roughly 10 a week to 10 a day. Extend Fertility, mean- 
while, has been reevaluating its own business model, as CEO 
and founder Christy Jones explains, expanding from women in 
their late 30s or early 40s who turned to egg freezing as an 
“act of desperation” to younger women, who will increase the 
volume of egg freezing and thus bring prices down. 

There’s nothing wrong with trying to wrest some small 
measure of control over the massive uncertainty that is the 
future. The problem, though, is that egg freezing doesn’t really 
solve that issue— it just delays it. Or as Dr. Nieca Goldberg, 
medical director at NYU Langone’s Joan H. Tisch Center for 
Women’s Health, explains, “You can put things off, but it 
doesn’t mean there’s a better time.” With the security of her 
18 frozen eggs, Natalia may delay having a child the old- 
fashioned way, reasoning that she has insurance against the 
inevitable risk of age. If all goes well with this decision, she 
could wind up regretting having taken the time and money to 
freeze her eggs. Or she might wait too long, overlooking the 
frustrating but undeniable fact that it’s not only women’s eggs 
that age, but their entire reproductive systems as well. 

Which isn’t to say that egg freezing makes life any more 
difficult. It’s just that it takes the usual twists and turns of life 
and scrambles them in a new way. Statistically speaking, most 
women in their 20s today will eventually become mothers— 
and most women who freeze their eggs will not become 
pregnant using those eggs (either because they don’t return to 
try them— the norm thus far, according to Jones— or because 
the probability of moving from egg to embryo to pregnancy to 
baby is still so small). And that’s without any consideration for 
the partners who may or may not appear, or the careers that 
may or may not flourish. To put it more bluntly: Freezing one’s 
eggs doesn’t guarantee a baby and partner later in life any 
more than not freezing one’s eggs guarantees a carefree life of 
professional success. Or as Dr. Mark Sauer, one of the coun- 
try’s leading fertility specialists, told me, “Having children is 
never convenient. It’s a Hollywood myth that there’s a 
perfect time.” 

So if you’re fully comfortable with the physical and finan- 
cial demands, go ahead and freeze. Or don’t: Take the chances 
that age and love have long imposed upon women. But neither 
decision is inherently right, or guaranteed to produce a certain 
outcome. And don’t lose the chance to grab whatever matters 
most at any stage of life, rather than presuming that any insur- 
ance policy— be it for eggs or fertility or job safety— can 
somehow promise what nothing can: perfection.
